and ſays, he is a native of, ant] has lived 
his whole life in the pariſh of Harlow, 
and has known and been acquainted with 
the Rey. James Altham, the producent in 
this cauſe, for many years. 'That he well 
remembers his marrying his firſt . wife, 
who was a firſt couſin and daughter of his 
aunt, Mrs. Altham, of Mark Hall, near 
— Harlow; and during his marriage with 
her, he lived at Mark Hall; and after her 
death, and his marrying a ſecond time, he 
took a houſe and ſettled in Harlow, which 
he apprehends may be ten or twelve years 
ngo; and he, the producent, has refided 
in the pariſh of Harlow ever fince, and is 
now married to his third wife, and has 
been ſo at leaſt ſix years, if not more.
